L a d i e s a n d G e x t l e m e n : — I'he re 
are in the state of Missouri about 
1,100 country villages. 
Of these, 
perhaps two fifths have 
railroads, 
which bring more or less activity 
and growth to them, while the other 
three-fifths remain quite the same 
year after year. 
You know that whatever of char­ 
acter and culture the farming com­ 
munities possess, is given to them 
a rgely by these little towns. 
With­ 
out any further description of them, 
you can readily understand the in­ 
fluence of these towns and can see 
their relation to the outside world. 
Anything that can be done for their 
benefit is that much done toward 
bettering the condition of the whole 
people. 
They are the little centers 
frOT which should radiate the intel­ 
ligence, 
the 
enterprise, 
and 
the 
growth of our people. 
Help them 
and you help everybody; harm them 
and everybody is injured. 
Is it a 
matter then of no little consequence 
that they should look up? 
Is It not important to seek through 
their development the welfare of 
our entire commonwealth? 
For the purpose then of looking 
farther into this subject, we 
fiist 
should be impressed with 
its 
im­ 
portance. 
If we take a map of Missouri and 
notice 
the 
little 
dots 
and 
their 
names 
and 
remember 
that 
they 
stand for the living, moving mass 
of our people, over two and one- 
half million in number, our subject 
grows very large indeed. 
Its influ­ 
ence may be legion for weal or for 
woe. 
As for myself, I am much dissap- 
pointed with the fact that our polit­ 
ical and legislative institutions so 
leldom give assistance to matters of 
chis kind. 
It seems as though get- 
^ g office, patronage, spoils, and a 
disgorging of sectional or partisan 
hatred and the chapter closes with 
politicians. 
I have often wondered why the 
people did not get tired of 
these 
things. 
I wonder if the time 
will 
ever come when men will be elected 
^to office for other reasons than that 
they have been a standard bearer 
of their party, right or wrong. 
As 
it stands now no other one need 
apply. 
The student of social science and 
progress 
sees but little assistance 
given by them tov/ard directing the 
grand, true struggle for light and 
hope which is being put forth 
by 
the common, busy toilers. 
But let 
us still have hope that a change will 
come and we will yet 
be 
directed 
by great minds into a channel that 
will carry us away from the inactiv­ 
ity and wrongs into which we have 
been drifting by neglect for genera­ 
tions past. 
But, while we are v;aiting and hop­ 
ing and watching, let us consider 
these things ourselves. Let us not get 
angry for those the gods destroy, 
but help is given to those who help 
themselves. 
Our two common and well known 
methods of gaining information can 
be successfully applied to the inves­ 
tigation of our subject, viz: First, 
That of observation; second, that of 
study. 
Whatever method we may pursue, 
if we would advance, we must be 
familiar with 
our conditions and 
surroundings and then draw conclu­ 
sions of what our future possibilities 
may be. 
Let us proceed, first, to notice 
the method of gaining knowledge 


BY O B S E R V A T IO N . 
It happens frequently as we jog 
along on our weary 
way 
through 
life that we acci dentally meet with 
objects of interest, hear a stirring 
song, or read a pen picture, 
that 
gives us new ideas, or makes more 
practical those 
which we already 
have. 
To illustrate the art of gaining 
ideas by observation I point you to 
people from our states who take 
tri'ii across the American desert, or 
iH( to the Rocky mountains, or even 
to the Pacific 
coast. 
Here 
they 
come in contact, without much ex­ 
ertion upon their part, with a world 
they had never met 
with 
before, 
and have had opened up to them, 
in the space of a few days, scenery 
and 
characters both 
strange and 
real. 
This afforded them new pleas­ 
ure and nev impulses and new ideas 
gleaned in L e w fields of observation, 
and thus ser/es the purpose of aid­ 
ing them to separate the fanciful 
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u n i i a c t i o n . 
As the tr.iveler oivscrves tlic vast 
systems 01 Irrigation in the west that 
have changea the sandy waste into 
fertile nelds, he liolds in grateful 
esteem 
human 
effort and is com­ 
pelled to exclaim, glorious, ambi­ 
tious, successful man! 
This is a 
feeling he never had before. 
Far­ 
ther on, perhaps, he will notice the 
unfortunate victim of disease, seek­ 
ing Italian skies and healing waters 
among the mountains 
and 
valleys 
of the Pacific slojie, and, as some 
turn 
away disappointed, 
the Last 
hope dying within 
tlieir 
bosoms, 
then, 
more than ever before, he 
appreciates the wealth of a sound 
body and praises more loudly the 
ruddy 
blush 
upon 
the 
healthy 
cheek. 
Again, 
be 
finds 
one 
locality 
adapted to the maturing of one kind 
of fruit and another of a different 
kind; 
and, in midsummer, as he 
looks from the sultry valley to the 
mountain peak covered with per­ 
petual snow, the contrast is wonder­ 
ful, and things seen are more im­ 
pressive than things heard. 
I would fain tell you of what man 
can never tell— the emotions that 
play on the chords of the soul, as 
one looks out upon that boundless 
expense 
of 
water 
as it fills 
the 
abyss between shore and shore, and 
reminds one of life’s tempestuous 
ocean, upon which our little bark 
is tossed, sometimes without com­ 
pass, by temptests of passion and 
waves of ambition. 
I have now given you a few illus­ 
trations of how we can be made to 
understand our condition and be led 
into a world of 
new and 
useful 
ideas by observation, let us change 
now to the second method, that of 


S T U D Y A N D T H O U G H T : 
As a rule men gather the major 
portion of their best ideas by con­ 
tinued and persi stent resear eh in the 
world of books, gleaning from the 
motives and acts and thoughts, of 
other men, and then, by the art of 
experience and practice, set them 
beautifully in the characters they 
bear. 
This was the method employed 
by our forefathers. 
They looked 
at their own condition and 
then 
out 
to 
what 
it 
might be in the 
future. 
They were 
convinced of 
existing wrongs, of relics of cruel 
and 
hateful 
monarchies 
hanging 
over them, and as men of strong 
convictions they said these things 
must not be. 
They saw that they 
were getting into a position to allow 
history to repeat itself and thev re­ 
fused to go farther along a back­ 
ward track. 
What grand declara­ 
tions of principles they gave 
us 
which stand like sacred monuments 
of 
marble 
through 
the changing 
scenes of a century. 
They were gotten by study and rea­ 
son and comparison. 
I like this 
method best, because to think is akin 
to inspiration. 
To stop, to think, 
to compare onr conditions with that 
of others and be convinced that we 
must help ourselves and lay 
the 
foundation for 
our own grandeur 
in 
the 
eoni i ny 
ages, 
this 
means 
Progress. 
How can we solve the many hard 
problems given us, collectively and 
individually, by the changing con­ 
ditions of our race, unless we exer­ 
cise 
our powers of 
thought and 
reason and logic? 
The common people must do this 
as well as the leaders of reform and 
new methods of action, or else they 
will be led astray by the selfish pur­ 
poses of those whom they would 
follow. 
I am convinced that the time is 
near at hand when the people will 
think as calmly of political and so­ 
cial matters as they now do of re­ 
ligious and educational matters. 
Excitement will disappear; the 
torchlight processions and the great, 
expensive demonstrations used to 
arouse men’s passions will be things 
of the past, and we will consider all 
matters of a political nature in a 
reasonable and business-like way. 
My friends, ( and I 
should 
call 
you my new 
found 
friends, for I 
never visited Georgetown before,) 
I know 
full 
well the difficulties I 
have to encounter when 
I 
try 
to 
take 
you from the world of obser­ 
vation of nature and 
tangible 
ob­ 
jects and every 
day affairs, into a 
world where we can not measure by 
inches 
or 
weigh 
by 
scales, 
but 
where we must be guided 
by 
our 
convictions, and urged to duty by 
our sense of right. 
Nevertheless the one is no more 
real 
than 
the 
other. 
They have 
always been side by side for man to 
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hether we be old or }'oung our de- 
I vcl( )|icnicnt IS inconqiletc, 
and oiir 
. littL lite not rounded so well, nu­ 
il ess we become 
familiar 
with the 
|geogra])hy of liotli matter and iniiui, 
Siecessities ami probabilitie*s. 
I'hat 
is, we embodied spirits feast upon 
the good things of the land, this is 
right, and the soul also delights to 
take 
repast 
out 
in 
the world of 
thouaht and conviction, 
and this 
is also right. 
I toil almost incessantly, and I 
know some of you do, 
to 
possess 
the luxuries and necessities essen­ 
tial to 
maintain 
the comfortable 
conditions of our present existence; 
but while doing this, 
I would not 
forget, 
nor 
would I have you for­ 
get, that these essentials are found 
not only in 
what 
the 
tongue can 
taste, and the eye can 
see, or the 
hand can grasp, but 
also 
m what 
the heart can feel, the intellect 
understand and the will 
out. 
I am not here 
to 
even 
suggest 
that this is the first time you have 
ever thought of these 
two 
equally 
important spheres in which we take 
delight; 
or 
that 
you do not give 
them both attention. 
Your com­ 
fortable homes, and environments, 
on the one hand, and your church­ 
es, schools, 
Kpworth 
League and 
your own library association on the 
other, teach me that you have been 
thinking and acting along this line 
for years. 
But I hope you will not 
be disappointed in the pleasure an­ 
ticipated when you asked me to go 
with you for a moment in reviewing 
and 
analyzing our 
condition and 
situation, if perchance, we 
can be 
helpful 
to 
each other 
along the 
way. 
Your community is 
very 
much 
similar to the one in which I was 
raised and in which I 
have 
since 
lived 
for 
years and I am familiar 
with your advantages 
and 
disad­ 
vantages. 
I am in sympathy 
with 
every 
movement that tends to elevate and 
give tone and character and influ­ 
ence to society in our little country 
towns, for I well 
know 
that they 
are 
wanting 
in 
many things that 
will endear our surroundings to us, 
awaken our ambitions and satisfy 
the growing demand that j)rogres- 
siveness in the arts and 
sciences is 
making iqion us. 
I come now to consider the fac­ 
tors that enter into the makeup of 
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on returning home 
they will lend 
encourage- 
chcerfnlly

ment and 
apjrroval 
and 
perhajis 
give of theii substance, towards en­ 
terprises essential to 
the needed 
growth and development of the re­ 
sources 
which 
a 
people 
may 
possess. 
Because they 
have 
seen

others do and how they do it, what 
others think and why, then they are 
willing to allow matters at home to 
be conducted in a more progres­ 
sive, modern and intelligent way. 
1 his is necessary to the growth of 
society in any town. 


FACTOR, TH E S ECOND. 
^ I will now speak of the children, 
l o speak of them is to touch a sub­ 
ject of profound interest to every 
true American father and mother. 
I o speak of them is to speak of the 
pride of the nation and the hope of 
the future. 
To them will be handed 
down the glory or the shame of our 
republic. 
If 
from 
among 
the 
children of the farmers 
and me­ 
chanics and laboring classes of our 
villiages, there will not be raised 
up such as will be in sympathy and 
will know how to plead the cause 
of the poor, 
speak 
honorably of 
labor, and 
give 
dignity 
to 
that 
class of mankind that numbers four- 
fifths of all the people on the globe, 
what will be the condition of future 
generations? 
Therefore I bespeak 
for them, especially in the countrv 
villiages, high schools and acade­ 
mies and far better educational ad­ 
vantages. 
Our school 
rooms are 
too barren of libraries, and organs 
and singing books. 
Our teachers 
educated to the use of these things 
do not know how to get along suc­ 
cessfully without them. 
I have not 
been in a Sunday School room for 
ten 
years 
that did not 
have 
an 
organ. 
Why not have them in our 
day schools? Our schools are sadly 
in need of what 
we 
can 
give. 
I 
shall keep strictly to the truth when 
1 tell you that I urged tor years to 
have our school district vote a few 
dollars for a library but they wouk 
not give us so much as would buv 
a dictionary or general atlas, bu 
children of the same parties were 
obliged in order to persue subjects 
of interest to them, to borrow my 
our country villages and will try to unabridged dictionary and keep it 
suggest 
how 
they can be led into 
mutual helpfulness one to the other 
by paying more attention, 
through 
careful thought, to jilans and meth­ 
ods 
in 
order 
t( reach greater re­ 
sults. 


F A C I O K , T. a-: FIRST. 
One factor whi a enters largely 
into the makeup ( f the society of 
our villages all over this vast coun­ 
try of ours are the retired farmers. 
Their number in different villages 
over the country is in ratio to the 
fertility of the soil and market ad­ 
vantages. 
They are men who need 
rest from care 
and 
business, men 
who have fought hard the battles of 
the formation period, endured pri­ 
vation, 
disdained luxury, 
cut off 
from 
educational 
advantages, 
worthy, honest, true men, who have 
built themselves 
comfortable cot­ 
tages in the village and turned over

gaining information 
of a valuable 
character. 
Our own state 
and 
other states 
are full of objects which teach

the eye of the observer the times as 
they are, and the possible demands 
that shall be made upon us in the 
future. 
To see the progress of the 
outer world is to have 
new ideas 
and new thoughts and a better 
un­ 
derstanding of the present motives 
and ambitions that will 
urge our 
children 
to 
seek 
position 
and 
wealth and influence. 
The fathers and mothers who are 
acquainted with the outside world 
and who know whereof they speak, 
have greater influence 
with 
their 
children and are in less danger of 
misguiding them and being disap­ 
pointed. 
Thousands of our retired 
farmers, abundantly 
able, 
see so 
little of this grand country! 


for weeks at a time when 1 needec 
it constantlv. 
But at last our neighborhood has 
founded a library and our children 
are delighted with it. 
This is nec­ 
essary for they must go where we 
have never been. 
They must do 
what we have never done. 
They 
must have the thoughts and experi­ 
ence of the world to guide them. 
There will be 
a complexity of 
national affairs, there will be dis­ 
turbing social elements, there will 
be ])owerful religious disturbances, 
of which we have never dreamed.

Ambitious people find a way or 
make one out of these desponding 
places. 
God pity the village or the 
neighborhood where

true soul to advocate the cause of 
the children or open up for them a 
better way. 
Our best advantages 
are poor enough. 
Let them have 
everything along the line of educa­ 
tion that it is possible for 
us to 
give when we do the best we know 
how, we will be rewarded by young

front who will battle for American 
institutions with all their grandeur 
and worth.

Ihose little helpful societies that 
go into the every day homes and 
hearts of mankind as the agents ot 
sunshine and hope and love, these 
are to be fostered by her. 
Without 
the aid of these institutions, guided 
by the loving hand of our wives and 
daughters, many of the good results 
attributed to man’s energies would 
be a failure. 
The writing schools, the singing 
classes, the literary societies, the 
reading circles, the church institu­ 
tions, the .kindergartens, the cook- 
ing-schools, and 
many others of 
different names, are the quiet influ­ 
ences which 
are 
blessed 
by her 
presence and help. 
Woman’s influence to these home 
attractions and enjoyments is the 
greatest cause of success.
